A  REGULAR  MEET INS  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS 
ASSOCIATION  was  held  on  FRIDAY,  MAY  4,  1984  at  11:00  p.m*,  at  the  Holiday  inn,  Oak 
Hill,  West  Virginia.  There  were  present  the  following  constituting  a  quorum: 
President  Tam  Hitt,  Secretary-Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell,  Vice-President  Crawford 
Blakeman,  Vice-President  Mark  Ballard  and  Past  Presidents  R.  R.  Tippy  and  Bill 
Williams. 

Ihe  Treasurer  announced  that  the  current  bank  balance  of  the  organization  was 
$3535.34  and  that  all  funds  were  on  deposit  In  the  Fayette  County  National  Bank, 
Fayetteville,  West  Va.  Following  an  examination  of  the  records,  the  Board  moved 
that  the  report  be  filed  and  that  the  records  of  the  Treasurer  be  certified  as 
correct  as  indicated  on  the  records  presented. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  net  loss  in  membership  for  the  past  year  ’of 
66  has  been  noted.  116  members  were  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  50  new 
members  were  sigjied.  It  was  noted  that  this  loss  is  not  unique  to  our  organization 
since  many  hobby  groups  have  reported  membership  loss. 

The  Bulletin  Editor  reported  that  six  bulletins  were  issued  during  the  past 
year  against  the  premised  four  issues.  He  noted  that  personal  problems  have  caused 
him  to  fall  behind  during  the  past  few  months  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  regular 
schedule  can  be  started  in  the  immediate  future.  It  was  noted  that  a  copy  of  the 
full  report  will  be  printed  in  the  next  issue  of  the  bulletin  for  all  members. 

A  formal  complaint  was  made  by  a  member  against  an  NSCA  member  for  non-paynent 
c  °^tion8  *  Since  it  vras  noted  that  the  member  had  not  renewed  his  membership 
for  1984,  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Book  Committee  Chairman  Bill  Williams  reported  that  287  copies  of  Volume  I 
of  the  revised  issue  had  been  sold  to  date  of  the  986  copies  printed.  He  noted 
that  the  current  balance  in  the  book  fund  was  $8496.00.  The  Token  and  Medal 
Society  (TAMS)  has  an  outstanding  loan  of  $5000.00  which  is  due  for  repayment  by 
1985.  Chairman  Williams  reported  that  he  was  going  to  visit  with  Editor 
Don  Edkins  within  a  few  .  days  to  complete  final  work-  on  Volume  II  of  the  new  edition 
and  that  all  plans  are  to  have  the  book  available  for  the  membership  by  the  date 
of  the  October  meeting.  He  noted  that  repayment  to  menbers  who  made  the  $200.00 
advance  would  be  made  following  the  publication  of  the  second  volume.  Additional 
cooments  by  the  Committee  Chairman  were  made  exmeerning  possible  other  token  books 
to  be  considered  by  the  NSCA  organization.  Too,  it  was  noted  that  computerization 
of  the  listings  v^.s  in  the  future  plans  so  that  correction  of  errors,  reporting  of 
new  issues,  etc.  can  be  simplified.  -

V’KST  COLUMBIA,  WV  SKELLCARD  TOKEN  CHANGES  HANDS:  The  "grandpa"  coal  token  was  sold  to 

Scrrptor  Jim  Thompson  by  Scriptors  Tom  Hitt  end  Jerry  Schaeper  immediately  before  the  Oak 
h  11  3how  for  a  reported  $1,000.00.  The  10c  brass  shellcard  had  been  held  by  Hitt  and 
Schaeper  for  several  years  before  the  recent  sale.  The  26mm  round  token  by  an  unknown 
m  Tiufncturer  reads:  " ORES CENT /COAL  &  SALT  CO/ 10  CENTS/WEST  COLUMBIA""Redeemable/In/Mdse . 
Only/At  tha/Store  of  the  Co."  A  ehell  card  token  is  an  early  token  form  and  consists 
oi:  a  round  of  cardboard  encased  with  two  thin  sheila  of  brass  upon  which  the  imprinting 
.0  been  made.  Incidentally,  it  was  disclosed  at  the  Oak  Hill  show  that  another  token 
of  5p  denomination  has  been  discovered  in  the  West  Columbia,  West  Virginia  area  from  this 
oicpcny.  Your  Editor  examined  this  new  find  in  Oak  Hill  and  the  condition  does  not  equal 
he  10c  item  originally  found.  We  are  investigating  the  history  of  this  company  and  will 
present  additional  information  in  a  future  issue  of  "SCRIP  TALK".  West  Columbia  is  located 
on  the  Ohio  River  opposite  Pomeroy,  Ohio  and  has  long  been  a  ghost  town  as  far  as  the 
mining  of  coal  and  the  manufacture  of  salt. 


NFW  TENNESSEE  TOKEN  DISCOVERY  TOPS  FLOOR  AUCTION  AT  OAK  HILL  CONVENTION:  A  Tennessee  toker  . 
previously  unknown,  was  the  top  item  in  the  Floor  Auction  at  the  Oak  Hill  convention  of 
1  SCA.  The  token  realized  the  price  of  $250.00  in  the  sale  after  being  consigned  by  a  new 
Tennessee  member  of  NSCA.  Token  authority  David  Schenkman  noted  that  the  token  was  made 
by  Murdock  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  around  1880  and  it  is  of  German  Silver  composition  and  has 
the  usual  ffurdock  reverse  of  the  50{  denomination  surrounded  by  16  stars.  The  token  reads 
’THE  MINERSVILLE  COAL  CO.  PLESS,  TENN./ GOOD/ ONLY  FOR/MERCHANDISE/ IN  THE/COMPANY'S  STORE" 
Ixv-verse:  As  noted  above.  Pless,  Tennessee  is  in  Anderson  County  and  this  is  the  first 
1  oken  reported  from  this  town.  The  consignor  has  promised  to  dig  up  some  history  on  this 
operation  for  publication  in  a  future  issue  of  the  bulletin.  Other  prices  realized  in 
too  Oak  Hill  auction  included  the  following:  A  Big  Creek  Store  Co.,  Big  Creek,  W.Va. 

("c'kins  259A10  Unlisted)  sold  for  $120.00;  An  unlisted  54  from  Chabert  Coal  Co.,  Oakman, 
Alabama  went  for  $85.00;  An  R10  KY499B100  Unlisted  from  Straight  Creek  Colliery  Co., 
pry,  KY  sold  for  $70.00;  and  an  unlisted  lumber  token  from  Yellow  Poplar  Lumber  Co., 
’iarts'Lick,  Virginia  realized  only  $62.00.  Many,  many  bargains  were  noted  in  the  sale 
.Including  a  Jere  Supply  Co.,  Jere,  W.Va.  14  for  only  $6.00;  a  Rachel  Supply  Company,  Rache 
K.Va.  1*  for  $4.00;  An  unlisted  10*  (10  339A10)  from  W.  D.  Johnson,  Boone,  Iowa  sold  for 
only  $10.00;  and  a  1{  Consolidated  Coal  item  from  Carolina,  W.  Va,  sold  for  only  $5.00. 

Te  sale  used  the  new  commission  charges  as  set  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  a  previous 
invention  and  NSCA  realized  $124.55  toward  the  convention  expenses.

RAYMOND  A.  MULL  AND  THE  COOLAMP  : : 

’n  1926,  a  patent  was  granted  to  Raymond  A.  Mull  of  Benton  Harbor,  Michigan  for  his 
design  of  a  carbid  cap  lamp.  The  rights  were  assigned  to  the  Coolamp  Company  of  the  sam 
city.  Since  collectors  started  researching  old  patents,  this  lamp  has  been  an  elusive 
mystery.  Collectors  have  apparently  never  seen  the  lamp. 

Further  more,  no  one  will  ever  see  a  true  "Coolamp".  Recently,  a  conversation  with 
Raymond's  son,  Lynn,  confirmed  that  a  couple  of  prototype  lamps  were  made  but  no  pro¬ 
duction  or  sales  ever  took  place.  From  Lynn  Mull  and  old  public  records  the  following 
history  is  reconstructed. 
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'ity  directories  for  Benton  Harbor  establish  that  Raymond  A.  Mull  resided  there  in 
T15,  1918,  and  1922.  He  was  a  machinist  and  probably  single  in  1918.  By  1922,  he  is 
isted  as  married  to  Lottie  M.  and  the  owner  of  the  "Mull  Tool  Works".  No  "Coolamp 
Co.”  has  ever  been  located,  but  the  Mull  Tool  Works  which  was  originally  located  in 
-he  downtown  area  flurished. 
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he  company  eventually  moved  to  1811  Fairplain  Avenue  and  both  the  eldest  son,  Stanley 
C.  (now  deceased)  and  Lynn  were  working  in  the  machine  shop.  Lynn  remembers  last  seeing 
the  old  lamp  models  during  this  period.  The  company  continued  in  operation  as  the  Mull 
ool  Works  until  1963,  when  Lynn  incorporated  as  the  "Mull  Tool  and  Engineering,  Inc." 
ubsequently,  he  moved  the  company  to  2300  Alma  Road  where  it  is  still  located,  o,nly 
mder  different  ownership.  *  ‘ 

Raymond  A.  Mull  obtained  several  patents  during  his  lifetime,  including  the  carbide  lamp 
and  a  wrench  design  granted  to  the  Bull  Dog  Wrench  Co.  Unfortunately,  the  lamps  were 
never  produced  and  the  prototypes  are  gone  forever.

The  Southern  Statoa  Lumber  Company  traces  its  roots  to  three 
strong  influences: 

1.  The  lumber  industry  in  and  around  Pensacola 

2.  The  community  of  Muscogeo,  the  location  of  the  Southern  States 

Lumber  Company  » 

3.  The  leadership  of  Mr,  Philip  Keyea  Yonge 

Spanish  expeditions  to  the  Pensacola  area  in  the  late  1690’ a, 
recognised  the  potential  uso  of  the  area's  forest  for  ship  building 
Commercial  cargo  of  timber  and  naval  stores  was  shipped  to  Havana  e: 
early  as  17U3*  'Th©  first  large  sawmill  was  constructed  in  the  Pensa¬ 
cola  area  in  the  1820*0.  Lumber  exports  from  the  Pensacola  port  hac 
reached  1+, 000,000  feet  by  18*4.5  and  31,000,000  feet  by  1857.  The 
Civil  War  ended  the  lumber  industry  in  the  l860's.  By  1870,  the  lurc¬ 
her  industry  was  starting  to  boom,  evidenced  by  9,000,000  feet  being 
shipped  in  one  three  week  period. 

The  Muscogee  Lumber  Company  started  in  the  Muscogee  community  in 
1875*  Muscogee  was  located  twenty  miles  by  rail  from  Pensacola  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  Perdido  River,  the  dividing  line  between  Florir 
and  Alabama.  In  1876,  Mr.  Yonge  became  secretary  (bookkeeper)  of  t 
company.  He  Was  reared  in  Pensacola  and  educated  at  the  University 
of  Georgia,  receiving  a  law  degree  in  1872.  He  also  received  the 
M.A.  degree  and  was  a  Phi  Bote  Kappa  graduate. 

The  company  had  the  following  assets:  two  large  steam  operated 
sawmills  with  a  capacity  of  eighty  to  ninety  thousand  feet  of  lumber 
per  day,  a  large  planning  mill,  oxen  teams,  stables,  machine  shop, 
carpenter  shop,  about  eighty  dwellings  (boarding  houses)  which  were 
inhabited  by  about  four  hundred  people,  and  over  100,000  acres  of 
virgin  forest  land.  The  company  also  had  its  own  railroad  engines 
and  cars,  electric  lights,  telephone,  and  telegraph  connections  to 
Pensacola.  The  "company  storehouses"  could  supply  the  hands  with 
"all  the  necessaries  of  life."  The  employees  were  working  twelve 
hours  a  day,  six  daya  a  week  for  a  weekly  pay  of  $3.00. 

In  1889,  Southorn  States  Land  &  Timber  Company  Limited,  of  London, 
England,  purchased  all  the  properties  of  the  Muscogee  Lumber  Company 
and  selected  Mr.  Yonge  as  assistant  manager.  The  company  had  four 
sawmills  with  a  capacity  of  275*000  feet,  dry  kiln  capacity  of  about 
50,000  feet,  and  a  planning  mill  capacity  of  about  30,000  feet  per 
day.  The  company  had  also  purchased  over  300,000  aores  of  timber 
land,  about  50  miles  of  logging  railroad,  seventy  railroad  cars, 
five  locomotives,  and  a  tug  boat.  They  gave  employment  to  about 
one  thousand  men.  In  one  year,  their  exports  amounted  to  over 
60,000,000  feot.  The  lumber  was  distributed  to  Europe,  Central 
America,  South  America,  west  coasts  of  Africa,  and  the  eastern 
United  States.  By  1898,  the  company  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver 
ana  Mr.  Yonge  was  in  charge  of *  the  company  affairs. 


Tht  Southern  States  Lumber  Company  was  formed  in  1898  with  a 
capital  stock  of  $700,000  and  eight  original  stockholders.  The 
Southern  States  Lumber  Company  bought  all  the  holdings  of  its  prede¬ 
cessor,  Mr.  Yonge  was  elected  vice  president  and  manager  of  the  new 
company  until  1903,  when  he  became  president.  He  continued  in  that 
capacity  until  the  company  was  dissolved.

PENNSYLVANIA  COAL  NOTES  FOR  1912  Submitted  by  Script  or  Paul  Jensen 

The  average  number  of  deaths  in  coal  mines  for  Pennsylvania  for  1912  was  602.  The 
number  of  injuries  in  the  mines  averaged  4800  annually.  As  a  result  of  the  deaths, 
an  average  of  336  widows  survived  along  with  800  orphan  children. 

This  prompted  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  enact  a  compensation  plan  for  miners. 
They  set  aside  2££  fran  each  ton  of  coal  mined  for  a  benefit  fund  for  widows, 
orphans  and  the  disabled  employees. 

For  1912,  the  state  paid  for  600  funerals  at  $100.  each;  $3.  per  week  for  800 
orphans;  $5  per  week  for  336  widows;  and  $75.  each  for  4800  injured. 

The  total  paid  out  was  $632,160.00  for  the  year.  There  were  458  mines  in  the  state 
that  produced  70,000,000  tons  of  coal  at  a  value  of  $350,000,000.  From  1880  to  the 
present,  the  year  of  1912  had  the  largest  production  for  the  state.
